Can | get Social 
Security with my 
municipal pension?

Dear Rusty: I retired from a municipal Fire 
Department seven years ago at the age of 54. 
It is a private pension, and I was exempt from 
Social Security while I was working. I receive 
about $50,000 per year in pension benefits. I re- 
cently got a letter from Social Security saying 
I needed eight more credits of work to qualify 
for Social Security benefits. I was wondering if 
I worked two more years, paying into Social Se- 
curity, would I qualify for benefits, since I am 
on a municipal pension? Signed: Retired Fire- 
man 

Dear Retired Fireman: Although your mu- 
nicipal Fire Department pension would reduce 
your Social Security benefit, 1t will not elimi- 
nate it. So, 1f you work and earn those addition- 
al eight credits you will be entitled to a Social 
Security benefit. 

Because of your non-covered municipal 
pension your Social Security benefit will be af- 
fected by the Windfall Elimination Provision, 
which affects anyone who has a pension from 
an employer which did not participate in Social 
Security where neither the employee nor the 
employer paid into Social Security. WEP uses 
a special benefit computation formula which 
will result in you getting a smaller benefit, but 
you will, nevertheless, get some benefit amount 
if you have accumulated at least 40 quarters of 
Social Security credit. Note that your Social Se- 
curity benefit amount will be further reduced if 
you claim it at age 62, or any age prior to your 
full retirement age. 

You earn Social Security credits by working 
in a job where you pay FICA payroll taxes on 
your earnings, and you can earn a maximum of 
four Social Security credits per year. For 2020, 
you ll earn one credit for each $1,410 of earn- 
ings, up to a maximum of four credits for the 
year, but you don’t need to work the entire year 
to get the credits. For example, if you work yet 
in 2020 and earn $5,640, which is four times 
$1,410, you'll earn the maximum four credits 
for this year. 

You need a total of 40 quarter credits to 
become eligible for Social Security, and those 
credits never expire, so even old credits earned 
before your Fire Department career still count. 
And, even if small, this would be a benefit you 
have earned by contributing to Social Security, 
so there’s little reason not to pursue it by gain- 
ing the needed additional credits.

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Unique trees for seasonal color 


e stayed home most of last week- 
end. By the time we got back into 
the car to head off to school, the 


hills were no longer shade of green, they 
were ablaze in all the familiar yellows, or- 
anges, and reds produced by our cherished 
maple trees. 

Some say the color is dull this 
year. I say [Il take what I can 
get. When everything else seems 
messed-up, at least we can count 
on the change of seasons. If you 
would like to add some unique 
color to your home landscape, 
consider planting one or more of 
the following lesser-known trees in 
your yard. 

First of all, what causes leaves 
to change color? If you guessed 
that it has something to do with cooler 
weather and less hours of daylight you are 
correct. These cues cause trees to enter their 
dormant period. During dormancy the pro- 
duction of chlorophyll ceases (it is chloro- 
phyll that gives vegetation its green color), 
allowing other color pigments in the leaf to 
become more prominent. Carotenoids are 
yellow and orange pigments, while anthocy- 
anins are red and purplish. Brilliancy varies 
from season to season thanks to the weath- 
er, but as a general rule bright sunny days 
and cool nights make for great leaf peeping. 

The first and most intriguing tree I'll 
mention is the ginkgo (Ginkgo biloba). This 
tree 1s a living artifact; fossil records date it 
back 200 million years ago! Recently, ex- 
tracts of ginkgo have been touted to boost 
memory. Besides being tolerant of salt and 
smog, the tree has a nice shape, pyramidal 
when young and becoming more open and 
spreading with age. Unique fan-shaped 
leaves turn brilliant yellow in fall, and then, 
seemingly overnight, will all drop to the 
ground. Imagine, raking only once! Plant 
only male cultivars, as fruit produced by 
females is messy and stinky. ‘Magyar’ and 
‘Autumn Gold’ are two such cultivars that 
mature to about 60 feet. 

An even more majestic tree with desir- 
able fall foliage is the tulip poplar (Lirio- 
dendron tulipifera). It is one of our tallest 
eastern American deciduous trees, reaching 
190 feet in rare cases. At home, expect vig- 
orous growth from 70 to 90 feet in height,

with a spread of roughly half that. Give the 
tulip poplar lots of room and rich, moisture 
retentive soil. Mature trees flower in late 
spring; honey from cross-pollinating bees is 
reportedly superior in quality. Leaves turn 
a beautiful golden yellow in the fall. For a 
shorter version of this wonderful tree, plant 
the cultivar ‘Fastigiatum’; 1t grows 
to around 50 feet and is more nar- 
row in shape. 

Another one of my favorite 
trees is the sourwood (Oxyden- 
dron arboreum). Supposedly, the 
sourwood gets its name from its 
acidy-tasting leaves that hunters 
would chew on to ward off thirst 
during long days spent in the 
woods. This eastern U.S. native 
is a tree for all seasons, but espe- 
cially autumn. Lily of the valley-like flowers 
(fragrant, too) cover rich green foliage in 
summer. Foliage changes to yellow, red and 
purple in fall. Seedpods dangle from the tree 
even after leaves have dropped. The sour- 
wood matures to a delicate 25 feet. Plant 
close-by to fully appreciate. I'll always re- 
member that this tree was a favorite of my 
close friend and horticultural legend, Paul 
Rogers. 

An additional small tree worthy of men- 
tion is the apple serviceberry (Amelanch- 
ier x grandiflora). Like the sourwood, this 
selection has multi-season interest. White 
flowers appear in spring before leaves are 
present. Orange and red fall foliage is espe- 
cially noteworthy in a cultivar by the name 
of ‘Autumn Brilliance’. Edible fruit persists 
only as long as you or birds allow it to. This 
native is best utilized in a naturalistic plant- 
ing near the edges of woodlands or along 
stream banks. 

I hope that the beautiful rainbow of col- 
or outside of your door, be it muted or in 
bright hues, will be a promise of better days 
ahead.

the support we have received,” said the Puranien fam- 
ily in a press release. “We also are extremely grateful 
to the hardworking law enforcement for continuing to 
work so diligently on Holly’s case. The fact they are 
still very actively following leads after 27 years is en- 
couraging for our family. We have a good relationship 
with the investigators and keep the hope that justice 
may be served one day.” 

Jackman added the family has an annual meeting 
with law enforcement in October, around the anni- 
versary of the day Holly’s remains were found in a 
wooded area off Five Bridge Road in Brimfield — Oct. 
23,1995. 

“We're trying not to get our hopes too high, but it 
would be nice to get something on that day,” Jackman 
said. 

Piiranien’s case 1s one that has been cold for 27 
years. 

On Aug. 5, 1993, around 12 p.m. when she was 10, 
she was in Sturbridge with her father and Jackman’s 
brother, Richard Puranien, when she was reported 
missing. The last time she was seen, she was 1n the area 
of Allen and South Shore roads to play with puppies 
at a residence on South Shore Road. 

When her family began to search for her all they 
found was one of her shoes. She was reported missing 
by her father, who began to search for her. Police were 
notified, and a massive search began. 

Three months later on Oct. 23, 1993, Holly’s body 
was found in Brimfield by hunters in a wooded area 
off of Five Bridge Road in Brimfield. 

The case was originally with Worcester County 
District Attorney John Conte’s office, but was turned 
over to Hamden County in 2003. 

Currently, the case is investigated by Hampden 
County District Attorney Anthony Gullunt’s office. 

“(The) Hampden District Attorney, along with 
Massachusetts State Police Detectives assigned to the 
office, continue to aggressively investigate and follow 
up on leads that come in,” wrote James Leydon, direc- 
tor of public media for Gulluni, in an email on Friday, 
Oct. 2. 

The Piiranien family also wanted the community to 
“remember no tip 1s too small, someone knows some- 
thing.” 

The family is still offering a $40,000 reward for in- 
formation that will lead to a conviction of the person 
responsible for Holly Piiranien’s death. Any leads on 
the case can be forwarded to 413-505-5993. 

The family conducted a Hope For Holly tip cam- 
paign in 2018, hoping there would be a break in the 
case.

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OSV receives new addition to 
historical collection 


STURBRIDGE — Old Stur- 
bridge Village acquired a cherry 
and white pine chest of drawers 
attributed to cabinetmaker Na- 
than Lumbard. This piece of 
history was donated by James 
Ciaschini, a furniture restorer and 
woodworker based in Agawam, 
who purchased the chest at auc- 
tion in 2014. 

Nathan Lumbard (1777-1847) 
was a cabinetmaker who worked 
in Sutton, but was trained in 
Sturbridge. He is arguably most 
well-known as a master of inlay, 
which he used to embellish much 
of his furniture. The four-drawer 
chest represents the plainest ver- 
sion of Lumbard’s chest forms. 
The chest has four graduated and 
thumb molded drawers and rests 
on a molded base with brack- 
et feet. The two-board top has 
chevron-inlaid edges, and a strip 
of quarter-round beading at the 
back. This strip is a feature found 
on all of the chests known to have 
been made by Lumbard. 

Brock Jobe, co-author of 
“Crafting Excellence: The Furnt- 
ture of Nathan Lumbard and His 
Circle” (2018) feels that the chest 
can be attributed with consider- 
able certainty to Lumbard. While 
not depicted in Crafting Excel- 
lence, the chest is referenced as 
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one of only three known straight- 
front chests made by Lumbard. 
Jobe who chairs the Collections 
Committee and serves on the 
Board of Trustees for Old Stur- 
bridge Village said this of the 
newest addition, “I’m thrilled to 
see this chest of drawers enter 
the Old Sturbridge Village collec- 
tion. Its maker, Nathan Lumbard, 
probably learned his trade from 
Oliver Wight of Sturbridge and 
may well have built the chest in 
the cabinet shop that once stood 
behind the Village’s Oliver Wight 
House.” 

’Plain pieces of furniture, like 
this one, were made in large num- 
bers but are rarely documented. 
To link this one to Lumbard ele- 
vates it above many of its coun- 
terparts,’ said Caitlin Avenia, 
curatorial director. “The Old 
Sturbridge Village Museum Col- 
lection already contains three 
pieces produced by Lumbard: a 
drop-leaf table, a tilt-top stand 
and a bow front chest of drawers. 
This acquisition further strength- 
ens the village’s collection of doc- 
umented Worcester County fur- 
niture and its collection of pieces 
made by rural cabinetmakers,” 
said Caitlin, director of curation 

“We are extremely grateful to 
Mr. Ciaschini, for his generous 
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donation and we welcome this 
fine piece of history to our ever 
growing collection of over 40,000 
artifacts,’ said Jim Donahue, 
President and CEO. 

Old Sturbridge Village, first 
opened to the public in 1946, is 
one of the country’s oldest and 
largest living history museums, 
celebrating life in early New En- 
gland from 1790-1840. Situated 
on 200 scenic acres, the Village is 
a collection of more than 40 his- 
toric buildings including homes, 
meetinghouses, trade shops, 
working farms, restaurants, shops 
and three water-powered mills. 

Old Sturbridge Village is open 
year-round, but days and hours 
vary seasonally. Daily admission 
is: $28 for adults, $26 for seniors, 
$14 for college sudents, $14 for 
children ages 4-17, with children 
3 and under admitted free. Up 
to three children age 17 and un- 
der will be admitted free into the 
village this fall through Nov. 28, 
when accompanied by a paying 
adult.

REGION — It seemed to 
work okay for Major League 
Baseball, and now the Pioneer 
Valley Interscholastic Athletic 
Conference in Western Massa- 
chusetts and Mid-Wach League 
of Central Mass. are utilizing a 
similar strategy to limit travel 
for teams.

pates everyone could be wearing face 
masks for another year, since the two 
most promising vaccines currently in 
development in Massachusetts hav- 
ent completed clinical trials yet — and 
even when those vaccines are ready, it 
will take time to reach the goal of a 
vaccinated population. 

“IT see family and friends say- 
ing, ‘maybe we'll have an easier viral 
season because people are wearing 
masks,” Gray said. “I’m worried we’re 
going to have a tough viral season. 
It’s very likely that as more activities 
move indoors, the likelihood of expo- 
sure 1s increased. I think even the low 
community transmission rates we’ve 
seen locally sometimes causes us to 
feel a little bolder about taking off our 
masks or having those events or par- 
ties... but we are in a global pandemic. 
It is not gone, and we have to really 
treat it that way.” 

Gray also identified issues with the 
vaccines currently being developed; for 
one, they need to be kept at minus-90 
degrees Fahrenheit, and “nobody out- 
side of a research lab has a freezer that 
goes that low,” Gray said. 

Additionally, once the vaccines 
have thawed, they're only stable at 
normal refrigeration temperatures for 
24 hours. 

Americans are also largely unac- 
customed to getting annual vaccines. 
Across the U.S., only 30 to 35% of the 
population get a flu vaccine each year, 
Gray said. 

Once COVID-19 vaccines are read- 
ily available, Baystate could have big, 
one-day vaccination events in order to 
overcome issues like the short shelf life 
of the vaccine. In that event, social dis- 
tancing and safety guidelines would be 
implemented, Gray said. 






be worthy of that admiration 
and keep alcohol away 
from underage teens! 
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But “there’s a long way between 
having a vaccine and having a vacci- 
nated population,” she said. “That’s 
got a million facets itself in terms of 
why people do or don’t accept vaccines, 
like why some people are anti-vaxxers 
who won't accept any vaccine, and 
what kind of distrust have we earned 
in African-American populations? 
Because the Tuskegee syphilis study is 
one big study everybody knows about, 
but there are numerous others. So, will 
people of color seek vaccinations? 
And how do we get it out to everyone? 
There are so many things.” 

Gray doesn’t think herd immunity 
is very realistic in the U.S. either — at 
least, not without reaching five or six 
million deaths first, she said. 

Changes at Baystate 

Since the pandemic hit, Baystate 
has made a number of changes to its 
operations, both internally and in how 
it interacts with consumers in order to 
lessen community transmission. 

“It really has been a whirlwind,” 
Gray said of the last six months. 

One positive change has been add- 
ing telehealth visits so that consumers 
can address certain healthcare needs 
virtually, without leaving their homes 
— something consumers have been 
wanting for a long time and which has 
also benefitted healthcare workers, 
since no-show rates for those appoint- 
ments, like behavioral health visits, 
have dropped to almost zero. 

Gray has also been hosting regular 
calls with local community leaders 1n- 
cluding town managers, police and fire 
chiefs, hospital staff and EMS direc- 
tors to disseminate the latest informa- 
tion on safety guidelines and any local 
outbreaks, as well as to answer ques- 
tions and talk about healthcare work- 
ers’ fears and anxieties. 

In April, Gray said there were some 
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tearful resignations from healthcare 
professionals who feared for their 
safety and the safety of their families. 
Otherwise, there haven’t been many 
changes in staffing numbers, although 
some have moved into new roles, like 
leading safety trainings. 

The facilities have held internal 
training seminars to teach healthcare 
workers the safest way to put on and 
take off personal protective equip- 
ment, since their greatest risk for be- 
coming infected happens when they 
take off that equipment and can come 
into contact with the virus if it’s on 
their gear, Gray said. 

And every patient who enters a 
Baystate facility is tested for the virus. 
At Wing Hospital, only three patients 
have tested positive for coronavirus 1n 
the last eight weeks, Gray said. Cas- 
es peaked the week of April 8, when 
there were 16 to 20 cases at Wing Hos- 
pital and nearly 200 across Baystate 
Health, with 40 people in critical care. 

“The overall positivity rate in the 
state has been just under 1% which is 
excellent,’ Gray said. “We’ve seen a 
slow increase at Baystate Health in the 
last week. Whereas we were at about a 
1% positivity rate in patients tested, we 
were seeing 1.42%. It’s a small number, 
but it’s an increase.” 

Baystate will also be requiring a flu 
vaccine for every worker in Baystate 
facilities, even for those working re- 
motely, in order to prioritize commu- 
nity prevention, with only a couple 
exceptions allowed for strict religious 
or other reasons. In past years, getting 
a flu vaccine and wearing face masks 
were optional. 

Moving forward, “the most respon- 
sible thing (people) can do is to wear 
our masks, take care of each other, 
and get through this,” Gray said.
